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Of Interesf to the Public. 

To the Editor of Thb Citizen : 

Sir— I note in the record of the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Town Council as pub¬ 
lished from time to time in the news¬ 
papers that our friends in Watsessing, 
while highly pleased with their new 
railroad station from a structural point 
of view, are constantly registering pro¬ 
tests with the council over the methods 
of conducting the station and are keep¬ 
ing the town clerk in active communi¬ 
cation with the railroad officials in 
their efforts to have the station made a 
public convenience in fact as well as 
in appearance. 

The. substance of the Watsessing 
complaints appears to relate to the 
hours that the station is open to the 
public. Some complaints are that it is 
not open late enough in the evening 
and others that it is not open early 
enough in the morning. Tne fact is 
that the Btation in order to fulfil the 
purposes of its construction should be 
open night and day, coextensive with 
the train schedule of the railroad com¬ 
pany. The probability is that the much 
protesting on the part of Watsessing 
patrons of the railioad and the conse¬ 
quent incessant correspondence on the 
part of the council with the railroad 
company will adjust the Watsessing 
difficulties to the mutual satisfaction of 
all concerned. In point of location and 
in its location the Watsessing station 
is a convenience and an attraction. It 
is one of the highly creditable achieve- 


of the Board of Trade and every citizen 
in the town in the steps they have 
tzken. Any resolutions adopted by the 
Board of Trade should be transmitted 
to every member of the State Board of 
Health, to the representatives in the 
Senate and Assembly and to the gov-

Every citizen should exercise his per¬ 
sonal influence along the same lines. 
Prom >t action is necessary to make 
tne State Health Board members re¬ 
alize that they represent the interests 
of Bloomfield, Belleville and Nntley as 
well aa those of East Orange and 
Montclair, and that the three first 
named towns are of as much im¬ 
portance aa the two other municipal¬ 
ities. If this Imhoff scheme has any 


lag* deadly blight upon 
Unless the proposed project to make 
this town and Belleville the receptacles 
for the sewage of Montclair afld East 
Orange and subject the same to treat¬ 
ment here can be successfully opposed, 
the centennial period instead of a time 
of rejoicing will be a time of weeping 
and wailing. 

The situation with respect to this 
sewage disposal matter is more serious 
thfn many of our citizens realize it to 
be, and it calls for the prompt exertion 
of all the influence that can be brought 
from every source by every citizen and 
organization in the town to combat the 
Montclair-East Orange scheme. 

The present danger lies with the 
State Board of Health. That body, if 
the situation is correctly diagnosed, is 
not going to give much consideration 
to the petitions of this town, Belleville 
and Nalley that they be protected 
against the nuisance that they are 
threatened with. 

Members of the local Board of Health 
who attended the annual meeting of the 
State Board of Health at Trenton on 
Wednesday made it a point to talk 
with members of the State board about 
the design of Montclair and East Or¬ 
ange and they found there a situation 
Chat was not at all encouraging for 
Bloomfield and Belleville interests. 
The representatives from the local 
Health Board made it clear to the 
members of the State Health Board 
that the locating of the sewerage plant 
as proposed would be resisted to the 
utmost by Bloomfield, Belleville and 
Nutley. . 

It so happens that Montelair and 
East Orange both have representatives 
in the State Board of Health, Dr. New¬ 
ton from the first named place §nd 
George P. Olcott from the last, and the 
representatives from the town paid 
particular attention to these two men.
